Lords of Our Piivy Council, did Adjourn the Current Parliament of this 
Our antient Kingdom, to the Twenty lixth Day of Auguſt then next to 
Come, now loſtant- And whereas, the preſent State of Our Aﬀeairs doth 
riot Require the Mecting of Our Parliament ſo ſoon as the ſaid Day to whichit 
is Adjourned. - Theretoie, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, 
Do continue the {aid Adjournment - trom the ſaid Day to» the Eight Day cf 
September next to Come: + And beſng deſirous to Prevent the unneceſſary 
Trouble 2r6 Charges that the Members of Parliament may be put to, by At- 
tending the {aid Twenty fixth Day of Awg»ſ# lnſtant, Do hereby with Advice 
forefaid Adjourn Our ſaid Current Parliament until the faid Eight Day of Sep- 
fember next toCome at which time we are Reſolved Our Parliament ſhall Meet 
at Edinbuyghy And dotherefore Expect,and Perempetorly require,that all Noble- 
mer, & Commiſtioners of Shires and Burrows,and others Concerned, Attend the 
fore(3id Day and Place under the Pains and Un-Laws contained in the As of 
Parliament againſt «eAbſents from Parliament, OUR WILL 1S HEREFORE, 
And We Charge jo! Strictly, and Command, that Incontinent theſe Our Let- 
ters ſeen, ye paſsrothe Mercer. Croſs of Edinburgh,and tothe Mercat-Crofles of 
remanent HeadeBurghs of the ſeveral Shires andjStewartries of this Our antient 
Kingdom 3 And there by open Proclamation, make [atimation that Gur ſaid 


Parizament is Adjourned to the ſaid Eight Day of September next to Come. And 
ordains theſe'prelents ro be Printed.
